Butt-dialing becoming a real pain in 

Nearly 10 percent of calls to dispatch center come from cell phone mishaps

If you’ve ever butt-dialed 
911 don’t be embarrassed 
because you have plenty of 
company 

So much company in fact, 
that the problem is becom¬ 
ing a significant one for 


local 911 dispatchers who 
have much more important 
work to do than answering 
phone calls made, well, from 
people’s butts. 

Butt-dialing — slang for 
when a cell phone user 
inadvertently dials a phone 
number — is a growing prob¬ 


lem across the country, and 
Lawrenceburg certainly isn’t 
immune. 

In the past year, the Law¬ 
renceburg Police Depart¬ 
ment’s 911 center has fielded 
roughly 26,000 calls, 2,700 
of which came as the result 
of cell phone users who had 


no emergency, according to 
Todd Sparrow, the depart¬ 
ment’s dispatch supervisor. 

“It’s a problem for every 
911 center in the country,” 
Sparrow said, noting that 
roughly l-in-10 calls received 
is considered a butt-dial. 
“Because it’s a large volume 
of calls we get daily [butt- 
dials] happen during real

Markwell 
farm goes 
Hollywood 

Ball State students transform 
property into futuristic film set

The Markwell property is over¬ 
run. 

Soldiers mill about the barn, 
some catching a quick afternoon 
nap on the floor. 

An exhausted priest cuddles 
with half a bottle of whiskey on 
the Markwell’s living room couch. 

Crew members, dressed in black, 
tote cameras and audio equipment 
to the lake to film the next scene. 

Meanwhile Denny Markwell, the 
Lawrenceburg host for this small 
army of actors, cameramen and 
film producers, lights a large char¬ 
coal pit for a barbecue dinner. 

Since May 8, the Markwell’s 
home and deer processing business 
had been transformed into “Cheery 
Point,” the setting for executive 
producer and screenwriter Kenneth 
Stevenson’s first feature film. 

“By nature, I’m a visual artist,” 
Stevenson said. “I’m usually the guy 
who blows things up.” 

Stevenson, who recently gradu¬ 
ated from Ball State University in 
Indiana, was looking for his next, 
big step with his film company 
Versa Studios. 

So he took a 115-page screenplay 
— co-written with girlfriend Alli¬ 
son Flood, director Adam Bailey 
and friend James Treakle — $16,000 
in college tuition and went to work

Throughout their high school years, 
Tori Yeaste and Matt Sprague have had 
their share of memorable moments. 

Moments like back on Nov. 18 when 
Sprague hauled in a touchdown pass 
with 44 seconds remaining to pull 
Anderson County into a tie with Con¬ 
ner. The ensuing extra point gave the 
Bearcats the school’s first regional 
championship. 

Two weeks later, Anderson was play¬ 
ing in the state championship game. 

There have been moments like 
Oct. 17,2009, when Yeaste and her 
Anderson County girls’ soccer team¬ 
mates upset highly regarded Woodford 
County for the district crown. Or when 


Tori celebrated with her sister after the 
Lady Bearcat basketball team won its 
first regional championship in 32 years. 

And there were times when Yeaste 
and Sprague created memories togeth¬ 
er, too. “We went to the prom together 
last year,” Yeaste says with a bit of a 
laugh. “We didn’t go this year.” 

But those were simply big moments, 
the kind that warrant snapping a pic¬ 
ture and branding the memory for 
future reference. 

Over the past two weeks, the Ander¬ 
son County High School seniors have 
experienced one of those pinch-me-to- 
let-me-know-this-is-real moments. The 
reality was confirmed for both Monday 
night when Congressman Ben Chan-

“I’ve stood on my mom and dad’s 
property, and I kind of want to make 
my dad proud of me for standing 
here tonight,” Lea Beasmore, who 
said her father recently passed 
away, said. 

Lea Beasmore passed out pho-

tos of the property, roughly 
located at the end of Marrs 
Avenue between Johnson and 
Bond Streets off of Broadway, 
for the council to review She 
said the state of the Marrs 
Avenue residence has been in 
its dilapidated state for three 
years and caused suffering for 
her parents. 

“I feel that something really 
needs to be done,” Lea Beas- 
more said. ‘There have been 
rodents that have come in, that 
we believe came in from that 
property. We would really like 
to see that property demol¬ 
ished.” 

Kevin Beasmore agreed, 
questioning why the city 
waited until this past Febru¬ 
ary to cite the property own¬ 
ers for violating the nuisance 
ordinance. He said his wife had 
sent numerous e-mails to City 
Attorney Robert Myles and 
Mayor Edwinna Baker with no 
response. 

“It’s sad that the community 
lets a house stand like this and 
nothing happens,” Kevin Beas¬ 
more said. “It’s been since Feb¬ 
ruary that a citation has been 
issued on this house. I’d like 
someone to tell me what has 
happened since that date, and 
what’s going to happen next.” 

Myles said he has been to 
circuit court, and discussed the 
situation with all attorneys. 

He added that the property 
is being set for sale, but still 
being argued over by two par¬ 
ties interested in purchasing 
it, and that both parties have 



City amends how it cites for nuisance violations 

The city will now cite citizens for nuisance violations by serving a notice by regular mail and 
also by posting a'Notice to Abate'sign on a conspicuous place on the property where any 
nuisance is found to exist 

City attorney Robert Myles, in a public works committee meeting about the nuisance ordinance 
procedure, said the state has changed the procedure for notifying residents, no longer requir¬ 
ing the city to issue notices by certified mail. 

"It's really a burden and extremely expensive," Myles said, adding that it costs $5.75 per certi¬ 
fied mail notice.

applied for demolition permits. 

“We are not in a position to 
instruct the court as to how 
fast they should move and 
what they should do,” Myles 
said.

Council member Steve 
Rucker said that he does live 
next to the Marrs Avenue prop¬ 
erty. 

“I see it every day,” Rucker 
said, adding that he’d also like

sibility nor would the citizens 
want us to cavalierly go in and 
take another person’s prop¬ 
erty,” Myles said. 

Beasmore asked the coun¬ 
cil if they agreed in that the 
property could be considered 
a nuisance. Myles said that 
the issuance of the citation 
would indicate that the city 
did believe the property to be 


go on bended knee, and apolo¬ 
gize for the length of time it’s 
taken, maybe that will occur, 
maybe that won’t,” Myles said.

Kevin Beasmore then read 
from an e-mail he received 
from Myles, in which the city 
attorney wrote that this mat¬

We are confined 
to the proceedings of the court 
system.” 

Myles said he did not have 
an answer to why the process 
has not been moving as quick¬ 
ly in circuit court, but said that 
part of the delay was that they 
had been trying to resolve the 
dissolution of an entire corpo¬ 


ration. 

Rucker also added the 
recent changes to the nuisance 
ordinance — now considered to 
be civil offense under the juris¬ 
diction of the code enforce¬ 
ment board — may have led to 
the delay. 

“I know things move very, 
very slowly in the govern¬ 
ment,” Kevin Beasmore said. 
“It’s just frustrating to send 
numerous letters and not 
receive any responses. I appre¬ 
ciate you trying to fix it, but 
you could have done some¬ 
thing sooner.” 

“I’m comfortable with 
what the city has done, 
and I’m comfortable with 
what my office has done,” 
Myles said. 

Lea Beasmore, a former 
county employee, made 
headlines last year when 
she unsuccessfully sued 
the Anderson County Fis¬ 


cal Court and former judge- 
executive Steve Cornish on 
a host of sexual harassment 
allegations, including that a 
co-worker showed her por¬ 
nography on a county-owned 
computer, and that another 
distributed sexual devices to 
her and other employees.

dler officially extended 
appointments to the 
United States Air Force 
Academy. 

Both knew they want¬ 
ed to attend the Acade¬ 
my since their freshman 
years in high school. 

“The military has 
always been a big part 
of my family,” Sprague 
says. “My grandfathers 
were in the service (both 
were in the Army and 
a great-grandfather 
served in the Navy). My 
father enlisted in the Air 
Force. I was looking at 
careers in the military 
and decided that the Air 
Force was the branch I 
wanted to go to.” 

Yeaste has had even 
a more up-close-and- 
personal experience. 

Her older brother, Josh 
Yeaste, is scheduled to 
graduate from the Acad¬ 
emy next Wednesday. 

It is believed that Josh 
and Tori Yeaste are the 
first siblings in Ander¬ 
son County history to 
receive service academy 
appointments. 

“When my brother 
left for school my fresh¬ 
man year, I knew (the 
Academy) was where I 
wanted to be. I liked the 
caliber of the students 
and the way they push 
you to be your best in 
everything.” 

Which is what Yeaste 
and Sprague have 
already been doing on 
their own. 

In the classroom, both 
have weighted grade 
point averages 4.0 and 
above. At the Air Force 
Academy, they will 
receive what is consid¬ 
ered by many to be the 
equivalent of an Ivy 
League education. 

Both are active in 
community service and 


both have excelled in 
athletics. 

“Tori is such a great 
leader,” says Yeaste’s soc¬ 
cer coach at Anderson, 
Jason Earnest. “She earns 
respect from her team¬ 
mates by leading by 
example in all she does. 
She trains as hard as 
anyone I’ve ever coached 
and strives for success. 
She is a perfectionist and 
expects her teammates 
to give the same effort.” 

Anderson football 
coach Mark Peach says 
Sprague achieved in the 
same way. “Matt Sprague 
is one of the finest young 
men I have had the 
opportunity to coach. 
Through his hard work 
and dedication he was 
able to make himself 
into a key contributor. 

He was such a depend¬ 
able player but even 
more impressive is how 
dependable he is as a 
person.” 

Ironically, both 


Sprague and Yeaste have 
had to battle back from 
injuries that could have 
made a difference in 
securing the coveted 
appointments. 

A receiver and defen¬ 
sive back for Anderson’s 
football team, Sprague 
tore a ligament in his 
right thumb early last 
season, but he still 
played and figured out 
a way to catch the ball. 
He had already applied 
to the Academy but had 
not taken his physical 
fitness test. 

“I had to do push¬ 
ups and pullups in the 
physical fitness portion 
of applying,” Sprague 
remembers. “That came 
three weeks after I got 
the cast off. I was wor¬ 
ried about that.” 

Instead, Sprague 
passed with flying colors, 
reaching the Academy’s 
ceiling of 75 pushups and 
19 pullups. 

Yeaste, who suffered 


a knee injury earlier in 
her soccer career, tore 
an anterior cruciate liga¬ 
ment playing indoor soc¬ 
cer after her high school 
career had ended. She’s 
not 100 percent yet but 
says, “I have been lifting 
weights and running as 
much as possible,” she 
says. 

Yeaste found out 
about her appointment 
in late April, but Sprague 
learned he was part of 
the select group Friday. 

The summer vacation 
will be short as Sprague 
and Yeaste are to report 
to Colorado Springs, 

Colo., on June 27 and 
won’t be allowed to leave 
until Thanksgiving. 

Cadets can opt out 
of the grant, valued at 
approximately $400,000, 
at any time in the first 
two years. 

After graduation, 
there is a five-year 
commitment to the Air 
Force.

Yeaste wants to 
become a cargo pilot and 
Sprague aspires to study 
engineering and become 
a fighter pilot. 

The teamwork and 
perseverance athletics 
demand should serve 
Yeaste and Sprague well. 

“The military is the 
biggest team in Ameri¬ 
ca ” Sprague says. 

And the reality is 
that two of Anderson 
County’s finest will soon 
be part of that team. 

“I doubted myself,” 
Yeaste admits. “I never 


thought I would get in. I 
am just a small girl from 
Kentucky” 

As for Sprague, one of 
the heroes of Anderson 
County’s first regional 
football championship, 
he’s still pinching him¬ 
self. “I found out Friday 
It was the most excited I 
have ever been.” 

He broke into a big 
smile. 

“This is a lot bigger 
than the Conner game.”

emergencies.” 

To make matters 
worse, counted among 
the butt-dials dispatchers 
receive are those made 
by crank callers. 

“That’s a real prob¬ 
lem,” Sparrow said, 
recounting a recent 
three-day stretch during 
which a middle schooler 
cranked the dispatch 
center with over 100 
calls. 

The student used a 
Trac phone — a prepaid 
phone that requires the 
user to purchase minutes 
each month — that had 
run out of minutes but 
could still be used to call 
911. 

Todd said his office 
was eventually able to 
catch the student, but it 
wasn’t easy. 

“We got fairly lucky 
because the student was 
using a Trac phone,” 
Sparrow said. “AT&T 
was able to get a phone 
number of someone 
who bought the phone, 
and looked at the calls 
made from that phone. 
We were able to find 
the child and find the 
phone.” 

Sparrow said no charg¬ 
es were filed against the 
student. 

“The student apolo¬ 
gized and the phone was 
destroyed,” he said. 

That incident pales 
when compared to a sim¬ 
ilar one in West Liberty, 
where someone used a 
similar phone and made 
more than 500 911 calls. 

Not all the calls 
received are butt-dials or 
cranks. Another growing 
problem is the number 
of inadvertent calls 
made by small children 
playing with one of the 
parent’s old phones. 

“A lot of people keep 
old cell phones around 
and give them to a child 
to play with,” he said. 
“The parents don’t know 
the phone is dialing 911, 
and all we’ll hear is a 
small child on the phone, 
playing with it like a toy.” 


Six wavs to avoid 
butt-dialinq 

1. Lock your smartphone's home 
screen. iPhones and Android 
phones have a button which 
allows you to do so. 

2. Disable your phone's 911 over¬ 
ride, which allows the phone to 
dial 911 even if the home screen 
is locked. 

3. Enable your phone's password 
feature, which doesn't allow it 
to make calls unless you enter a 
password. But be careful. Some 
phones accept voice commands 
when password protected, so dis¬ 
able that feature, too. 

4. Use a holster that protects the 
front of your phone. If the front 
is exposed, butt-dialing may still 
occur. 

5. Search for apps. For Android 
users, a program named Call 
Confirm is designed to address 
the problem. 

6. Go old school. Clamshell or flip 
phones have protected keypads 
which prevent objects from 
touching the keypad.

Then there are the 
innocent mistakes made 
by butt-dialers who 
leave their phone in a 
back pocket or in a purse 
where a comb or pencil 
presses against a key. 

“On a lot of phones, if 
you hold down the 1 or 9 
key, even if the phone is 
locked, it will auto dial 
911,” he said, “which is 
the way a lot of those 
calls come in.” 

Either way, Sparrow 
said dispatchers do all 
they can to follow up on 
all 911 calls, just in case 
there is an actual emer¬ 
gency. 

“We do as much as we 
can,” he said. “Our proce¬ 
dure is to call back and 
leave a message, saying 
we’ve received a 911 call.” 

Sparrow said the best 
thing to do if you’ve 
butt-dialed 911 is stay 
on the line and let the 
dispatcher know it 
was made by mistake, 
embarrassing as that 
may be. 

“Just stay on the line 
with us,” he said, “and 
say you didn’t realize 
you had called.”

producing his first fea¬ 
ture-length movie. 

In Stevenson’s 2017 
world of “Cheery Point,” 
the U.S. government 
requires its citizens to 
take Torpase, a drug 
that eliminates all need 
for emotion and knowl¬ 
edge of art, religion and 
empathy. 

“I was at the point 
where there hadn’t been 
a bad thing that hap¬ 
pened in my life for a 
while,” Stevenson said 
of his inspiration for 
“Cheery Point.” 

“There was this strong 
urge to kind of explore 
what it means to appre¬ 
ciate life after you’ve 
experienced loss.” 

A self-professed 
“fan of existentialism,” 
Stevenson said he incor¬ 
porated the cinematog¬ 
raphy of J.J. Abrams, 
creator of hit TV show 
“Lost,” using flashbacks 
and static shots to con¬ 
trast what it’s like for 
male lead Joshua Barrett 
to live a life with and 
without emotion. 

In the movie, Bar¬ 
rett eventually enters 
the world of the openly 
emotional and rebellious 
“springers,” led by the 
renegade Roman Catho¬ 
lic priest Father Albert 
Camus, who takes Bar¬ 
rett and the entire town 
of Cheery Point hostage. 

“That’s very strange 
for a Roman Catholic 
priest to do,” Stevenson 
said, “but Albert is not 
your normal priest. Tor¬ 
pase, to him, represents 
a false idol, but he takes 
things into his own 
hands. He sees his will as 


God’s will, and that poses 
a lot of problems to the 
different characters.” 

Just as Father Albert 
is at the center of hap¬ 
penings in Cheery Point, 
another priest is the cen¬ 
tral connection between 
Lawrenceburg, Steven¬ 
son and the Markwells. 

Stevenson, a Louis¬ 
ville native, had been 
looking for a film loca¬ 
tion that included a log 
cabin. 

Friend Father Dick 
Sullivan knew of such 
a place in Lawrence¬ 
burg — Joan and Denny 
Markwell’s property. 

Stevenson and a 
friend ventured out 
to scout the Anderson 
County location over 
Super Bowl weekend, 
not realizing until later 
that mutual friend 
Father Sullivan and 
Denny Markwell had 
lost touch, and hadn’t 
spoken to each other in 
about 20 years. 

“They just kind of 
found us,” Denny said of 
the “Cheery Point” crew. 
“They’ve really been 
respectful and good and 
professional. They’re 
really fascinating.” 

Denny’s wife Joan, 


who filled in as an extra 
for one scene in the 
movie, agreed. 

“Well, look at my 
house,” she said, pointing 
behind her to the black 
garbage bags taped to 
her log cabin windows 
to block out the light. 
“They destroy it and 
then put it back togeth¬ 
er. It’s been a hoot. They 
don’t eat, sleep. They go 
constantly. It’s been a 
learning experience.” 

It’s been a learning 
experience for Stevenson 
as well, who said he’s 
been filming nonstop 
for the last three months 
in locations in Illinois, 
Indiana, with the last 
week of filming in Law¬ 
renceburg. 

He said he hopes his 
film, once completed, 
will turn heads toward 
independent filmmak¬ 
ing in Louisville and 
show that you don’t 
need to live on the east 
or west coasts to create 
content. 

“I feel like it’s 
extremely difficult for 
an independent film to 
do this, except for the 
horror niche,” he said 
of the film’s slight sci-fi 
focus.

“If you’re passion¬ 
ate about something 
enough, people relate to 
it and are willing to help 
you in anyway they 
can,” Stevenson said. 

Actors, many of 
whom hail from Chicago 
and Indiana, noticed 
Stevenson’s dedication 
right away. 

“Surprisingly, the cast 
members sought us out 
after reading the script,” 
he said. 

Actress Heidi Yost said 
she was on board just 
after watching Steven¬ 
son’s trailer. 

“I am amazed by it,” 
actress Amy Hunt said 
of the movie. “The most 
amazing thing is the 
insane dedication and 
passion for it.” 

Stevenson said once 
editing is finished on 
the film — which may 
take another couple 
of months in order to 
compose the score, as 
well as other finishing 
touches — he hopes to 
hold the movie premiere 
in August on Baxter 
Avenue in Louisville. 

But no matter where 
the screening is, Joan 
Markwell said she’ll be 
there.

Running for city council? 
Here's your platform 

R aise your hand if your pay is automatically increased each 
year based on the consumer price index. 

Don’t feel bad if you didn’t because few if any businesses 
or government agencies would even consider awarding pay raises 
based solely on the cost of living going up. 

Among those few is the Lawrenceburg City Council and its 
mayor. That bunch has been giving itself pay increases for the 
past six years not based on the job they have done, but instead on 
the cost of living. That’s it, nothing more. 

Here’s how. In 2006, the council thought it and the mayor 
were grossly underpaid, and perhaps they were. So the council 
voted to increase its monthly pay from $150 to $350 (a 133 percent 
increase), and the mayor’s pay from $14,000 to $24,000 a year (a 71 
percent increase), councilman Ken Evans said when asked why 
the city council has adopted this system to pay itself and the 
mayor. 

Since then, the council and mayor’s pay has continued to 
increase based on the consumer price index, which among other 
things gauges the cost of living. 

This coming year, the council’s 
pay will be just short of $400 per 
month and the mayor’s will be 
around $30,000. That means since 
2006, the council’s pay has increased 
166 percent, and the mayor’s 114 
percent. 

Raise your hand if yours has fol¬ 
lowed suit. 

Didn’t think so, but unlike the 
city council you probably also don’t 
get to vote on how much you get 
paid, right? 

Frankly, these positions, includ¬ 
ing the mayor’s, are part-time jobs 
and none of them are getting rich 
by any means. They aren’t easy jobs 
and bring with them a fair amount 
of responsibility, worry and public (and media) grief. 

The amount they’re being paid isn’t the point. What is the 
point is how the city council in 2006 finagled the system designed 
to prevent public officials from getting pay increases during non¬ 
election years. 

Here’s how: Typically, members of city councils, fiscal courts, 
etc., vote on increasing their pay only during election years. For 
instance, fiscal court magistrates last considered their pay before 
the 2010 election, when all six seats were up for grabs. It was then, 
and only then, that they also set the pay for the county’s jailer 
and attorney. 

Those increases, if any, went into effect Jan. 1,2011, meaning 
that only those who won the election got the pay increase. 

See? That’s a pretty fair system, and not only forbids greedy 
politicians conspiring to give themselves big pay increases, but 
forces them to only raise their pay the same year they have to 
stand before the voters. 

The mayor and city council, though, appear to have found a 
fairly good loophole in the system. Not only don’t they have to 
even vote to give themselves more money, they also don’t have to 
wait until an election year to get it. 

And it works. Each council member is up for election this year, 
and not one has to cast a vote to justify why they, and the mayor, 
are getting nearly a 3 percent salary bump during such a rotten 
economy. 

It’s certainly not a topic on which they’d prefer to campaign, 
that’s for sure, but don’t be surprised if those who file to run 
against them do just that.

David’s mother raised nine 
children.

Clover in yard keeps pests out of garden 


Several folks have commented on all the white clover this 
year. I still remember my barefoot summers and an almost 
weekly occurrence of bee stings that went with them. 


T his Sunday is the full 
flower moon and 
Mother Nature has 
gone all out 
to decorate. I 
simply love 
watching all 
the wild?lowers 
show their colors 
on the farm and 
along the road¬ 
side. 

While most of 
the wild phlox 
purples have 
faded, hairy 
vetch still offers 
its royal colors. 
The snow white blossoms 
of the brambles are hanging 
all for all their worth. Add 
to that the fields of white 
clover surrounding the wild 
roses, all in a sea of green, 
and my canvas is complete. 

All these spots of color 
aren’t just eye candy, they’re 
soil indicators. Certain native 
plants, some may call them 
weeds, give you all kinds of 
information garden growers 
need to know. They can make 
your life easier and save you 
some cash to boot. 

Pick up a guide to the 
wildflowers and ferns of 
Kentucky, my favorite is by 
Mary E. Wharton and Roger 
W. Barbour, and take a walk 
around your yard. Large pop¬ 
ulations of the same “weeds” 
tell you the different types 
of soils that they are thriving 
in and that can tell you what 
types of plants will do well 
there. 

A healthy, fertile soil, 
with a pH of 6.2 to 7.0, will 


sprout burdock, chickweed, 
chicory, dandelions, lamb’s 
quarters, pigweed, pokeweed, 
purslane, and Queen Anne’s 
lace. That’s perfect for heavy 
feeding vegetables like broc¬ 
coli, corn, lettuce, melons, 
peppers, squash and toma¬ 
toes. 

A poor soil will have 
broom sedge, dog fennel, 
wild radish and sheep sorrel, 
capable of supporting beans, 
beets, carrots, peas, sage and 
thyme. Potato vine and yar¬ 
row tell you it’s a perpetually 
dry soil. 

That’s not good for much, 
unless you like potato vines. 

Compacted or heavy clay 
soil is identified by wild gar¬ 
lic, broadleaf dock, plantain 
and spurge, another no-grow 
type of soil. All this informa¬ 
tion is yours without lifting a 
shovel or bagging a sample. 

All you had to do was take 
a walk. 

Several folks have com¬ 
mented on all the white clo¬ 
ver this year. I still remem¬ 
ber my barefoot summers 
and an almost weekly occur¬ 
rence of bee stings that went 
with them. 

When I was growing up 
in Indiana, it was normal to 
see yards filled with white 
clover. 

The bees and butterflies 
loved it. Even us kids sucked 
on the flower heads because 


they were so sweet. White 
clover thrives best in cool, 
moist conditions with soil 
that has ample lime, phos¬ 
phate and potash, it will also 
grow in clay, silt and sandy 
soils. 

White clover is a legume 
and a valuable forage crop 
for all types of wildlife 
and livestock. I don’t know 
about you, but I’d much 
rather have the deer and rab¬ 
bits munching in the yard 
instead of the garden, so I’m 
thrilled to see all the clover. 

I may even pluck a flower to 
suck on while strolling about 
the yard. I think I’ll keep my 
sandals on though. 

Now, get out there and 
secure all the fencing. Put in 
those plants and lay down 
the mulch. We’re starting our 
engines earlier than the Indy 
cars and it’s a long race to the 
finish, though it will go by in 
a flash. 

Keep a watchful eye on 
the weather. It has snowed 
here on Mother’s Day, even 
if it has been more than a 
decade ago. When you get a 
moment, take off your shoes 
and wiggle those toes in the 
clover. Just be sure to look for 
bees first.

Eating smart this summer will help control your diabetes 


S ummer is just around the 
corner, and it seems as 
if everyone is thinking 
about getting in shape, hitting 
the pool or beach and buying 
those sandals and 
sunglasses. Just 
remember, with 
all those summer 
barbeques and 
family reunions 
coming up, you 
have to keep your 
eating habits in 
shape, too. 

Making healthy 
food choices, even 
while on vacation, 
is a key step to 
staying healthy, 
feeling better and 
most importantly keeping your 
diabetes in control. 

Here are some tips from the 
National Diabetes Education 
Program on how to eat health¬ 
fully and still enjoy all the 
foods that summer has to offer. 
At a summer buffet, start by 


scanning the table to see what’s 
available. Fill your plate with 
mostly vegetables and whole 
grains. If there 
are meat dishes, 
limit your por¬ 
tion to about the 
size and thick¬ 
ness of a deck 
of cards. Choose 
lean meats, 
poultry, or fish 
instead of high 
fat meats, such as 
barbequed ribs. 

Also, opt for 
grilled foods 
instead of some¬ 
thing fried. Look 
for high-fiber foods, such as 
dried beans and peas, lentils 
and dark green vegetables such 
as broccoli, cabbage, spinach or 
kale. 

Dishes with green beans, 
three-beans, black beans and 
black-eyed peas are always 
good choices, as are whole grain 
foods such as brown rice, cous¬ 


cous and whole wheat bread 
and pasta. 

Watch out for fatty foods. 

Limit dishes with 
a lot of mayon¬ 
naise, sour cream 
and butter. 

Choose veg¬ 
gies that are light 
on dressing and 
cheese. 

For fun, try 
making your own 
dressing with a 
little olive oil and 
vinegar. If you 
make a sandwich, 
use whole wheat 
bread with mus¬ 
tard or salsa instead of mayon¬ 
naise. 

Try to drink water, unsweet¬ 
ened tea or diet soda with your 
meal. If you choose to drink 
alcoholic beverages, drink only 
with a meal and limit it to no 
more than one (for women) or 
two (for men) a day. 

Don’t forget dessert. Dessert 


is a great opportunity to get m 
some of your daily fruit intake. 
Everyone — including people 
with diabetes — needs three to 
four servings of fruit a day. 

Let’s face it; what is summer 
without delicious watermelon 
or strawberries? Fruit is an 
excellent source of fiber, vita¬ 
mins and minerals and has zero 
fat. 

Pies and cookies taste good, 
but have a lot of fat and cho¬ 
lesterol. An occasional treat is 
OK if you can work it into your 
meal plan. 

Summer is a time to enjoy 
family, friends and life. It’s also 
a great time to refocus on feel¬ 
ing better, eating healthy foods 
and controlling your diabetes

Mayor increases city workers' salaries by 3 percent 


Council approves first reading of $3,516 million budget

The city council unani¬ 
mously approved the first 
reading of its $3,516 million 
budget for the upcoming fis¬ 
cal year at its May 14 meeting, 
as well as a 3 percent salary 
increase for city employees. 

Mayor Edwinna Baker said 
she included a 3 percent salary 
increase for city employees in 
the 2012-13 budget, and based 
that pay raise off of the cur¬ 
rent 2.96 percent consumer 
price index rate. 

‘That [salary increases] was 
in the budget that was pre¬ 
sented to the finance commit¬ 
tee,” Baker said. 

The city anticipates receiv¬ 
ing about $1.01 million in prop¬ 
erty tax revenue, a $20,000 
increase from last year. 

Other increases in anticipat¬ 
ed revenue for 2012-13 budget 
include: 

• $5,000 in occupational 
license tax for $120,000 total 

• $10,000 in franchise tax for 
$275,000 total 

• $7,000 in anticipated con¬ 
tributions for $8,000 total 

• $9,000 in cemetery lot sales 
for $75,000 total 

• $5,000 in cemetery founda¬ 
tions for $11,000 total 

The motor vehicle tax rate 
was lowered, Baker said, so the 
city budgeted for $5,000 less in 
revenue. 

The city budgeted $3,516 
million in expenses, a decrease 
from last year’s budget of 
$4.86 million. 


Baker said this fiscal year’s 
budget was amended to 
include the $1,341 million EDA 
grant for the Wild Turkey 
water tank and Center Street, 
as well as the $166,000 Joy 
Street demolition grant. 

“This year we’ve tightened 
the budget even more,” Baker 
said, adding that the city 
should spend $5,000 less in 
expenditures for 2012-2013. 

Some budget items increas¬ 
ing for the upcoming fiscal 
year include: 

• $46,230 increase for gener¬ 
al and administrative expenses 
for a total $770,030 

• $34,000 increase for 
water and sewer in water 
line replacement for a total 
$125,000 

Baker said part of the 
general and administrative 
expenses increase were due 
to storm water corrections 
and unemployment funding 
mandated by the state, in addi¬ 
tion to the slight increase in 
administrative expenses. 

Decreased funding in the 
budget for city departments 
include: 

• $35,165 less for the police 
department. 

• $4,900 less for the fire 
department 

• $8,800 less for the street 
department 

• $40,000 less for debt ser¬ 
vice expenses 

Mayor Edwinna Baker, in 
her state of the city address 
to the city council on Monday 
night, said it was the goal of 


the city to maintain the same 
level of service while work¬ 
ing within the budget for the 
upcoming fiscal year. 

“We’ve worked very hard 
and don’t anticipate any 
increases,” Baker said. 

The 2012-13 fiscal budget 
will need to pass its second 
reading on June 11 before final 
approval by the city council.

budget at all.” 

Even with the 3 percent 
salary increase, Hume said, 
no city worker can earn more 
than the maximum amount 
set by the 2012-13 compensa¬ 
tion plan.

$45,086 to $72,138 for the 
upcoming year. 

“But we have nobody that’s 
near that,” Baker said of Grade 
33’s maximum salary, adding 
she believes the highest paid 
city employee is the city trea¬ 
surer.

Planting day 


Tobacco farming alive and well in Fox Creek

C hristopher Conway still had a ways to go. 

The Anderson County native, his wife, dad, mom and a 
pair of helpers were just beginning their annual ritual of 
planting tobacco plants on the Lee Steelman Farm in Fox Creek, 
but had only scratched the surface as of Saturday afternoon. 

Conway, his wife Terriana, Dudley Gash and Brennan Stevens 
had about 20 rows of plants in the ground, but still had the better 
part of 30 acres left to go. 

By the time they’re done, they will have planted nearly a quar¬ 
ter of a million plants, most of which Conway started from seed. 

Here’s how it works. Conway plants seeds early in the spring in 
float beds — Styrofoam trays that contain a small compartment 
for each plant that floats in a bed of water. Floating allows them 
to wick up as much moisture as they need, a vital component for 
getting them big enough to plant. 

Once the plants are big enough, Conway loads the trays onto a 
wagon and hauls them from his farm in western Anderson Coun¬ 
ty to the Steelman Farm, a fertile patch of bottom land tucked in 
next to the Salt River. 

After fitting the ground, Conway uses a planter that includes 
seats for four workers and racks for about 20 of the foam trays. 

The workers take turns plucking a plant from the trays and 
lay it into a special rotating set of fingers, which plants it neatly 
into the ground after another of the machine’s components sends 
it off in style with a refreshing dose of fertilized water. 

The rest is up to nature, but tobacco plants, his dad said, are 
fairly hearty and can withstand dry weather and wet.

“The school board itself was 
becoming more time inten¬ 
sive,” she said. “I just felt like I 
couldn’t devote the time need¬ 
ed to do the job properly.” 


Young, who has served as 
a board member for about 
four years, said 
she had already 
decided that she 
wasn’t going to 
run for re-elec¬ 
tion. 

Superinten¬ 
dent Sheila 
Mitchell, said all

to see Young resign, but appre¬ 
ciates her time on the board. 

“[Young] was an excellent 
board member who always

Mitchell said Young’s 
vacancy would be filled by an 
appointment by the Commis¬ 
sioner of Education.

Sister act: Wamplers advance to finals 


Predicting Anderson's postseason 
outcomes nearly impossible 

I t’s hard to long for the good old 
days when the “old” is roughly 
equivalent to the duration of Jus¬ 
tin Bieber’s career. 

But that’s life in these 4G days 
when things are obsolete 
just about the time you 
get used to them. 

And some might think 
that is how it is with 
Anderson County’s spring 
dynasty. 

If you have been 
around Anderson County 
any time at all, you know 
that I am talking about 
that period in late May 
and early June when 
Anderson County has 
been shining in high 
school baseball and soft- 
ball. 

OK, maybe dynasty is an exaggera¬ 
tion, given that neither the Bearcats 
nor the Lady Bearcats have won a 
state championship. But when you are 
talking about the Eighth Region, that 
word is certainly appropriate when 
you look back on the years 2000-10. 

In those 11 seasons, you would be 
hard-pressed to find a place enjoying 
more success than Anderson County 
when talking about baseball and soft- 
ball. 

Consider that from 2002-08, Ander¬ 
son softball made two trips to the 
state tournament as regional champi¬ 
ons and finished as regional runner- 
up two other times. The final year of 
that run, Anderson was literally one 
strike away from making it to the 
state tournament’s final four. 

During that time, Anderson was 
also ranked in the state’s top 25 nearly 
every week. 

And the irony is that the program’s 
highest ranking ever came the year 
after that great state tournament, 
2009, when Anderson cracked the 
state’s top 10 and stayed there until it 
was upset in the regional opener. 

In fact, the Lady Bearcats have won 
just one regional tournament game 
since dominating the event in 2008. 

On the baseball side of the dia¬ 
mond, Anderson County was even 
more dominating. In the 11 seasons 
from 2000 to 2011, Coach L. W. Barnes 
saw his team win four regional titles 
and made it to the finals four other 
times. In the region, Shelby County 
had more titles (five) but had fewer 
second place finishes. 

Back in 2008 and 2009, though, 
Anderson was as dominant in the 
regional tournament as any team in 
recent memory. 

So that brings us full circle to 
the obvious question: Can Anderson 
return to the good old days in 2012? 
Answer: Of course. 

But there is a disclaimer. Can 
return and will return are two differ¬ 
ent concepts. Both apply to Anderson 
County baseball and softball this year. 

With the real season, the district 
and regional tournaments, set to get 
underway next week, it is normal to 
ask if the Bearcats or Lady Cats can 
make a legitimate run at the regional 
title. 

My answer? Yes. 

Sometimes, I am also asked if there 
is a danger that an Anderson team 
could stay home after one game in 
the post-season. 

My answer, is yes again. For both 
teams. 

They both have enough inconsis¬ 
tency that the post-seaon could be 
extended or short. 

In some ways, this Anderson soft- 
ball team reminds me of the 2002 
team. That team actually went into 
the district tournament at 8-16, got 
hot and did not lose again until the 
state tourney. 

On the baseball side, the Bearcats 
have the scarcest of all commodities, 
pitching. Anderson has a pretty deep 
staff and certainly has more than 
enough pitching to win a region. 

The depth of the 2008 and 2009 
teams is still unmatched but Ander¬ 
son has more than enough to win. The 
problem is scoring. 

If Anderson can get 3 or 4 runs, the 
Bearcats should win. 

From this corner, the Bearcats 
appear to be coming together at the 
right time. They have several quality 
wins, over the last few weeks, most 
notably, Saturday’s win over Butler. 
But there are also enough yellow flags 
to keep the optimism cautiously so 
as Anderson County fans look for a 
return to the good old days.

Two qualify for state track meet 

Anderson unable to shine in'incredibly tough'Class AAA Region 6

LEXINGTON - Anderson County 
was reminded again just how diffi¬ 
cult it is to be able to qualify for the 
state track and field meet last Friday. 

Despite having six performers turn 
in personal bests in seven different 
events, only two Bearcats were able 
to advance out of the Class AAA, 
Region 6 meet. 

And long jumper Tiffany Yount 
and pole vaulter Cameron Robinson 
had to sweat it out before confirm¬ 
ing that they will be in action at the 
state, to be held on Saturday at the

Neither Yount nor Robinson 
finished in the top two regional per¬ 
formers in their events, but when 
the Kentucky High School Athletic 
Association announced its final list of 
state qualifiers after the conclusion 
of all of the regional meets around 
the state, Yount and Robinson had 
turned in performances good enough 
to make the cut as at-large qualifiers. 

“Tiffany and Cameron qualifying 
for the state meet is an outstanding 
feat,” Anderson coach Adam Turner 
said. “They have worked hard for it 
all year long.” 

Yount achieved a personal best 
with a strong jump of 15 feet, 5 
inches, but it was only good enough 
for fourth place in a region that some 
coaches have deemed as “incredibly 
tough.” Yount was nearly two feet 
behind Henry Clay’s Alexis LaPrelle, 
who jumped 17-02.5 and will go into 
the state meet with the best regional 
performance of all. 

Regional runner-up Anastasia 
Lyon, also of Henry Clay, will go into 
the state with the fifth-best jump in 
regional competition. 

Yount, a sophomore, will be ranked 
17 th of 24 state competitors. 

Yount also had a personal best in 
the 200-meter dash with a 30.63, but 
it was only good enough for 14 th place 
in the loaded region.

FRANKFORT - Ty Glover 
and T.J. Pham literally come 
from different worlds, but 
that has never been a factor in 
their tennis game. 

Playing as Anderson Coun¬ 
ty’s No. 2 doubles team, the 
duo surprised nearly everyone, 
except themselves, with a run 
through the boys’ Region 8 
Tennis Tournament last week 
at Franklin County High 
School. Glover and Pham won 
three matches before bowing 
out in the regional semi-finals. 
Under a tournament expan¬ 
sion that went into effect last 
year, they will still move on to 
this week’s state tennis tourna¬ 
ment, to be held at the Boone 
Tennis Center on the campus 
of the University of Kentucky 
in Lexington. 

Glover, who has been 
around Anderson County for 
a while, is the fiery one. When 
he serves an ace, smashes a 
return at the net or deftly 
drops a backhand just out of 
the opponent’s reach, the fist 
pumps and energy follow. 

Pham? He’s the quiet one. 
There’s rarely a change in 
expression, unless it is a grin at 
something Glover says. 

And Pham is an exchange 
student from Ho Chi Minh 
City in Vietnam. 

They are so different, yet, 
just as different elements 
come together to make a com¬ 
pound, Glover and Pham were 
virtually unstoppable during 
last week’s regional. They won 
two matches on the first day 


of competition last Monday, 
including an upset of the 
fifth-seeded tandem of Bonet 
and Geil from Oldham County 
in the second round, 6-4 and 
7-6. 

Then on Tuesday, the 
unseeded Glover-Pham team 
rolled past the Trimble Coun¬ 
ty’s best, the team of True 
and Copeland, which was also 
seeded fourth in the region. 

Glover and Pham were in 
control all the way, scoring a 6- 
3,6-4 win in the quarterfinals. 

“That was motivation to 
play hard and keep going,” the 
soft-spoken Pham said. 

“We just played like we 
practiced,” Glover added. “It 
was just playing consistent 
tennis.” 

And for a while last 
Wednesday, it looked like the 
Anderson duo was going to 
continue its magic against the 
South Oldham team of Aaron 
Amburgey and William Reed, 
seeded third in the tourney. 

After dropping the first set 
7-6 in a tie breaker, Glover and 
Pham put on a clinic, taking 
the second set, 6-0. 

“I think we were playing 
our best doubles tennis right 
there,” Pham said. 

“We couldn’t stop hitting 
the ball,” Glover said. 

Everything the Bearcats hit 
fell in. And when Amburgey 
or Reed made a nice volley, 
Glover or Pham would counter 
with something better. 

“The second set in the semi¬ 
finals against South Oldham 
was pretty amazing,” Ander¬ 
son coach T.J. Spivey said.

“From the get-go South had 
that ‘deer in the headlights’ 
look. They couldn’t figure out 
what to do to beat Ty and T.J. 
Every time I would talk to 
them I would tell them, ‘Keep 
fighting, you’re in their head 
and they can’t handle you. 
Have fun and let’s play a little 
tennis.’ 

“Then both of the boys 
would smile and go win anoth¬ 
er game.” 

Unfortunately for Ander¬ 
son, the magic disappeared in 
the third set. Balls that hit the 
net and bounced over, sud¬ 
denly started to bounce back. 
Shots that Glover and Pham 
had been returning seemed 
to get just out of their reach. 
Amburgey and Reed, who 
went on to win the regional 
championship, pulled out a 6-2 
win in the deciding set. 

This week, few give the 
Anderson team much chance 
at the state. That is what 


happens with a team that is 
unseeded in the region. 

But they are confident. 

“I know that we will not 
be the top team at the state,” 
Pham said. “I know our con¬ 
fidence level and I know how 
good we are. 

“Mr. Spivey told us we could 
go to the state and we have 
that mindset.” 

Spivey noticed early. 

“Ty and T.J. have a chemis¬ 
try that most doubles teams 
do not have. The reason why 
they succeed is because they 
communicate. Ty is the type 
of player that when he scores, 
everyone knows it. He shows 
his desire to win and it really 
gives them an advantage. 

“T.J. is the calm one. He 
keeps Ty and himself focused 
in those tough break games or 
big serve moments. The mix¬ 
ture of both personalities is 
perfect and combines together 
for a pretty good outcome. For 


only playing together for 
a couple of months, they 
have talent beyond their 
years.” 

But even Spivey did not 
realize just how far his No. 2 
doubles team had come. He 
was mistakenly under the 
impression that a team still 
had to reach the regional 
finals to make the state, just 
as it had been when he and 
Aaron Hume won a regional 
crown in 2005. 

“After they beat Trimble 
County in the quarterfinals, 
Trimble’s coach came to me 
and said, ‘Congratulations 
coach, they made it to state!’ I 
was blown away because we 
had accomplished our goal 
and we didn’t even know it. So 
I knew they had a chance to 
make it to state when I found 
out they did.”

No one expected it. 

Not even the Anderson 
County sisters. 

At least they didn’t 
until they advanced out 
of Monday’s first two 
rounds with a pair of 
easy wins. In the quarter¬ 
finals, they slipped past 
North Oldham’s second 
team, the fourth-seeded 
tandem of Alannah Sti- 
gler and Mallory Love 
7-5,6-4. 

“I think after we 
played the first two 
matches, Hannah and 
I started thinking, ‘We 
can maybe do this,”’ said 
Amanda, a junior. 

That win over Sti- 
gler and Love put the 
Wamplers in the state 
tournament, the first 
Anderson girls’ doubles’ 
team to make the state. 

“We still felt that even 


tho they where seeded 
above us it was going to 
be a good match,” Ander¬ 
son coach Jeremy Cook 
said. “We never gave up 
and came away with a 
win.” 

But it was the semi¬ 
final match against 
South Oldham’s Jennifer 
Liu and Sarah Hawes, 
the third-seeded team, 
that was a signature 
Wampler win. They ral¬ 
lied from a 6-0 loss in the 
first set to dominate the 
second, 6-1. 

Then in the third, 
they simply won (6-4) 
with determination. 

Refuse to lose? Suffice 
it to say that John Cali- 
pari does not have the 
market cornered on that 
attitude. 

Last Wednesday, the 
Wamplers were ripe to 
be beaten, but somehow, 
they would not go down. 
After tying things with 
the second set win, the 
sisters broke Hawes’ 
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serve in the first game of 
the final set, then built 
what seemed to be an 
insurmountable 4-1 lead 
when they broke Hawes’ 
service again. 

But with Hannah, 
serving, the South Old¬ 
ham team rallied, taking 
game six to deuce six 
times before a winner 
emerged. 

After South Oldham 
pulled within 5-4 - both 
wins went to deuce - 
Hannah Wampler served 
up the match-clincher 
after it went to deuce 
again. 

This time, there were 
no reservations. The 
sisters embraced in the 
joy that comes from 
accomplishing what 
many thought would be 
impossible. 

“I think we did sur¬ 
prise them,” Amanda 
Wampler said after the 
tournament was over. 
“We have been to the 
third set before, but that 


was the most dramatic 
win we have ever had.” 

“When we were 
against South Oldham 
and in the third set, we 
started thinking, ‘The 
state doesn’t look so far 
away,”’ added Hannah, a 
freshman. 

The final points of the 
semi-final win were so, 
well, Wampler. 

Amanda simply domi¬ 
nated the net while Han¬ 
nah repeatedly delivered 
deft ground strokes. 

It was the classic 
serve-and-volley game as 
neither sister possesses a 
devastating serve. It was 
a conservative style that 
works. 

And it was a style 
the sisters had learned 
from their grandfather, 
Lynn Benson, who lives 
in Utah. Hannah and 
Amanda’s mother had 
learned it and now they 
were too.

“That was really excit¬ 
ing.” 

Before Thursday’s 
final, the Wampler sis¬ 
ters could be seen work¬ 
ing with their grand¬ 
father. Alas, it was not 
enough as McGuire and 
Walton regrouped after 
the first set to win going 
away. It was their second 
win over the Wamplers 
this season. 

But it could not damp¬ 
en the Anderson girls’ 
spirits. When news of 
their accomplishments 
spread through school, 
the well-wishers came 
forward.

BASEBALL 


Bearcats impressive in wins, lethargic in losses

All season long, the Ander¬ 
son County baseball team 
has shown the ability to play 
extremely well and be a threat 
to beat anyone on the sched¬ 
ule. 

But somehow, the Bearcats 
seem to follow that one with a 
clunker. 

Last week, Anderson 
showed that has not changed 
as they put together impres¬ 
sive performances against 
perennial power Elizabeth¬ 
town and Butler, one of the 
strongest teams in the Lou¬ 
isville area, but finished the 
week off with an uninspired 
performance against North 
Bullitt, according to Anderson 
coach L.W. Barnes. 

Earlier in the week, the 
Bearcats dropped a wild one at 
Scott County in extra innings. 

Friday night, Anderson 
rolled to a 12-4 win at E-town 
as the Bearcats took advantage 
of eight Panther errors. 

Elizabethtown has strug¬ 
gled against its normally rug¬ 
ged schedule, but still present¬ 
ed a bit of a challenge to the 
Bearcats. Instead, Anderson 
manufactured runs, as Barnes 
has been imploring them to all 
season. 

“Our small ball was excep¬ 
tional,” he said. “We executed 
many sacrifice bunts, drag 
bunts and an effective squeeze 
bunt which scored runners on 
third and second. 

“We took advantage of 
every error, scoring in innings 
1 through 6,” Barnes said. 

Darrin Laswell got the start 
on the mound, giving up four 
runs in four innings. Brandon 
Eliadis came on to throw three 
innings of two-hit, shutout 
ball to close things out. 

“Defensively, we had no 
errors,” Barnes said. “It was just 
a very well-rounded effort. 

It was one of our best overall 
offensive productive nights of 
the season.” 

Saturday, the excellence 
continued in the first game of 
a three-team double-header as 
the Bearcats defeated Butler, 
4-3. 

Steven Watts gave up three 
unearned runs before giving 
way to Landon Case to close 
things out. 

Anderson did all of its 
offensive damage in the first 
three innings. “It could have or 
should have been a few more,” 
Barnes said. “We left the bases 


loaded early and had a run¬ 
ning mistake in the third that 
cost us another run.” 

The Anderson defense com¬ 
mitted errors in the fifth and 
sixth innings but survived. 

Butler ended the week at 
21-11 and is one of the contend¬ 
ers for the Sixth Region crown. 

Another Sixth Region team, 
North Bullitt, visited town for 
the second game of the dou¬ 
ble-header. However, Barnes 
thought his team might have 
left for the final game of the 
twin-bill. 

Anderson had celebrated 
Senior Day between games of 
the doubleheader. 

“The final game versus 
North Bullitt was pretty much 
a sad effort,” Barnes said. “I 
will write it off as just one o 
those lost outings that doesn’t 
require a lot of consideration.” 

North rolled to an 8-0 win 
as the Bearcats had only four 


hits. Case took the loss, giv¬ 
ing up four runs in the first 
two innings. “I will give North 
Bullitt credit, they jumped on 
us early, made the plays they 
needed, and when they didn’t 
make the defensive plays, 
their pitcher was good enough 
to pitch out of jams. 

“We acted tired and unen¬ 
thused to play,” Barnes said. 

Anderson ended the week 
at 14-14. 

Scott Co. 3, Anderson Co. 2 

Scott County scored the 
game-winner in the ninth to 
record a wild 3-2 win on its 
Senior Night in Georgetown. 

It was a game that saw Scott 
score the winning run without 
hitting the ball past the pitch¬ 
ers mound in the bottom of 
the ninth and also produced a 
30-minute delay after one of 
the umpires had a spell with 
dizziness. 


In the top of the inning, 
Case drove in the go-ahead run 
when, with the bases loaded 
and two out, he was hit by a 
pitch. 

The next batter, Granville 
Hayes hit into a force play 
that Barnes vehemently dis¬ 
puted. “Hayes hits a ball to 
short, barely misses our run¬ 
ner. The shortstop, second 
baseman and the runner all 
meet at second base,” he said. 
“The field umpire calls a force 
out at second emphatically, 
then I see the ball trickling 
out toward center field. I 
send another runner home, 
then the field umpire turnes 
around toward home and 
begins to call timeout. 

“I am about to go ballistic, 
yelling that the guys at second 
didnt’ even have the ball, then 
he calls for the home plate 
umpire to come out and talk 
and then the field umpire 


basically collapses. He never 
loses consciousness but he’s 
groggy and slow. The fact of 
the matter is, we should have 
been up 3-1, maybe 4-1, but the 
ruling was the initial call at 
second was out. So the home 
ump stuck with that call. 

In the bottom of the ninth, 
Watts hit a batter then the 
Bearcats misplayed a bunt, 
throwing the ball away to 
allow the winning run to 
score. 

“It was definitely a crazy 
ending,” Barnes said, “but we 
competed and hit the ball 
pretty well, coming up with 
nine hits, three in the seventh 
vs. their No. 1 pitcher.” 

Anderson wasted a stellar 
performance from pitcher 
Clay Guffey, who started and 
gave up only one earned run 
and three hits in 7.1 innings. 

Boyle rips Anderson, 8-2 

Boyle County put up seven 
runs in the bottom of the sec¬ 
ond inning on its way to an 8-2 
thrashing of Anderson County 
last Tuesday in Danville. 

Boyle, which won for the 
sixth time in eight games, used 
Clay Young’s bases-clearing 
double with two out as the 
catalyst for the big second 
when the Rebels sent 11 bat¬ 
ters to the plate. Anderson 
did not help itself, commit¬ 
ting an error thtat led to five 
unearned runs by the Rebels. 

“We started Zach Mason, 
his third varsity (pitching) 
appearance all year,” Barnes 
said. “He didn't have great 
stuff, walked four and gave 
up five hits in 1.2 innings. To 
his credit, we did drop a ball 
in left field and we misplayed 
a possible double play ball in 
the second inning.” 

Anderson mustered only 
three hits off Boyle starter 
Casey Whittle, who pitched a 
complete game. Cole Sayre's 
double was the Bearcats' only 
extra base hit.”We basically 
didn't hit the ball vs. average 
pitching,” Barnes said. 

“On a positive note, Laswell 
came in and pitched the final 
5.2 innings and gave up one 
hit. He had three srikeouts, a 
hit by pitch and a walk. He 
gave up no runs. He did a great 
job.”

Seventh-grader Alorra 
Sims made a push in the 
triple jump, covering 31- 
01, but missed the state 
cut by about six inches. 

As a team, Anderson 
was not much of a fac¬ 
tor, scoring only 9 points 
and coming in eighth in 
the 8-team girls’ region. 
They Bearcats scored 
only 15 points in the 
boys’ competition, good 
enough for seventh place 
out of eight teams in a 
region dominated by the 
Lexington public high 
schools. 

“I couldn’t have asked 
for a better attitude 
from my kids going in,” 
Turner said. “Consider¬ 
ing our region, we did 
a fantastic job. This is 
the sixth straight year, 

I think, that we’ve had 
kids qualify for the state 
meet.”

ADDITIONAL FEES 

AND COSTS TO BE 
ASSESSED IN CIRCUIT 
AND 

DISTRICT COURT CIVIL 
AND CRIMINAL ACTIONS 

WHEREAS, the Ander¬ 
son County Courthouse is 
one of the most beautiful 
and historic buildings in the 
Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky, and; 

WHEREAS, the County 
of Anderson maintains and 
operates the Anderson 
County Courthouse, includ¬ 
ing its addition, for the ben¬ 
efit of the citizens of Ander¬ 
son County, and; 

WHEREAS, in order to 
accommodate the growing 
population and correspond¬ 
ing District and Circuit 
Court caseload, as well as 
to accommodate our dis¬ 
abled citizens with handi¬ 
cap accessibility, the Fiscal 
Court bonded a Courthouse 
Addition, which required a 
substantial annual expen¬ 
diture over and above the 
costs reimbursed by the 
Administrative Office of the 
Courts through lease pay¬ 
ments; and;
